The Sons of Italy hearing, Tuesday 
night in the Town Hall, was rela- 
tively quiet.

The plan for Cornell Place, off Ford- 
ham Road, which has pursued a tor- 
turous way through the Planning 
Board for the past three months, was 
finally approved with minor modifi- 
cations, at 1:15 am yesterday morning. 

The final discussion, with some side 
discussions, took just two minutes 
short of two hours. 

Cornell Place leads from Fordham 
Road to the area which is adjacent,’ 
to Marcus Road and Route 93. - to 
that part of the Wilmington Industrial 
Park which is to the northward of the 
40 acre Volkswagen plant. About 10 or 
12 acres of land in the area are in- 
volved - room for several small 
plants - or maybe a medium sized 
facility. 

The decisions on the area were in- 
volved, and part of the difficulty lay 
in the sale of some land to one of the 
more important of the industrial 
firms in the U.S. This sale left an 
area of less than one hundred feet 
wide to get a roadway into the new 
10or 12 acre plot. 

Such a roadway would not be at right 
angles to Fordham Road, and it would 
be over 600 feet long. a distance which 
‘seems to have some ic meaning to 
the Planning Board, when it comes to 
approval of street plans. 

Several plans had been submitted, 
which added to the confusion. The 
plans had been made to keep up with 
the discussion with the new firm, 
with other firms in the industrial 
area, and with the Planning Board. 

Also, there had been numerous de- 
lays, occasioned by the negotiations, 
and there had been several requests 
by both the attorney, Joseph F. Court- 
ney, and the Planning Board, for ex- 
tension of the statutory time limit 
for consideration and decision. 

At midnight Tuesday, the last exten- 
sion of time, as requested by the Plan- 
ning Board, was scheduled to expire. 
If the Planning Board had not acted 
on the plan by that time, it would au- 
tomatically be accepted. 

Several weeks ago a similar situa- 
tion had developed, but there was no 
quorum of the Planning Board. Atty. 
Courtney. as reported at that time in 
the Town Crier “held all the Aces - 
and passed”’. 

‘There was a quorum on Tuesday 
night, and it was 11:15 pn when the 
Planning Board finally got around to 
the discussion over Cornell Place. 
There was forty five minutes left to 
make a decision. 

Mort Grant the ‘newest’? member 
of*the board, spent about twenty of 
these minutes discussing the length 
of Cornell Place, (800 feet, or 200 
feet longer than he feels should be 
the maximum length), a Reverse 
Curve in the roadway (planned to slow 
down truck traffic), and the fact that 
if the adjoining land had not been sold, 
etc then some of th problems would 
not be existing. It was, he declared 
several times “Poor engineering and 
poor planning” 

After a while Danny Gillis, the most 
experienced member of the board.

any of them - after a hearing. 

The hearing. Grant was told, was 
just a matter of form - and, like a 
Hatch Act Hearing, the decision could 
already have been made before the 
hearing was held. 

Gillis continued, and reminisced a 
little on Selectman Niles telling the 
HEN Town Manager “‘to fire the 
whole damn bunch of .them’’. The 
reminiscing continued a little longer 

only one member of that Board of 
Selectmen was on the board today - 
but, said Gillis, they have, in the past 
few months, again tried to tell the 
Town Manager to “fire the whole 
damn bunch of them” 

Grant was told too, that the two men 
who were removed from the board by 
the then Town Manager were not fired. 
They simply had their jobs termina- 
ted - the Town Manager solved the 
problem by reducing the Planning 
Board from seven to five members. 

Gillis said he had had enough of the 
fighting. He was not going to fight 
about Cornell Place. If the Planning 
Board didn't approve - well the de- 
veloper could put in driveways, such 
as had been done at Volkswagen. 

Mrs McKie brought the board back 
to the present problem. She asked the 
Town Engineer what he thought of the 
reverse curves proposed in the road- 
way, and other engineering. 

Arthur Harding saidhe thought the 
curves were jlesigned with too small 
a radius - and on the other hand he 
did not go along with the arguments 
about a 600 foot limit for= streets. 
He felt that in Industrial areas the 
lenghth should be well over 600 feet. 

Mrs McKie, after a while, and just 
before 12 o'clock, mored that the plan 
be accepted with conditions - the 
conditions being outlined by her and 
other members as the Town Engin- 
eer had suggested, his objections to 
the curves, and to his idea that there 
should be a curve taking off the cor- 
ner of one of rhe abutting lots. A 
third condition was that the parking 
lot of one of the abutting industrial 
plants should exit onto Cornell Place. 

Finally, after haggling over the de- 
tails, the board was ready, and at 12:17 
am Mort Grant seconded the motion of 
Mrs. McKie.

tioned in the motion of Mrs. McKie. 

At 12:37 Courtney spoke up again. 
He pointed out to the Planning Board 
that the conditions they were impos- 
ing constituted, in effect, 
approval’’ of the plan. 

The curves, Courtney said, required 
the use of property just sold to*the 
new firm, and this was peoperty which 
the developer could no longer control 

But the discussions continued. Final- 
ly, at 12:42 am Courtney really spoke 
up - in that rapid fire delivery man- 
ner of his, when he has all the facts 
marshalled, 

In short Courtney told the Planning 
Board that it was using its powers 
with no regard for the public interest, 
in making a ridiculous layout, which 
certainly was not in the best interest 
of the town. He continued for about 
five minutes. 

Grant: “He has just stated that we 
are imposing conditions which will 
prevent the use of the land. I do not 
agree. If the developer had not sold 
the other land - that imposed the 
conditions - the developer is just 
money hungry!" 

“Because of that - I move the ques- 
tion", It was 12:50 am. 

But the question did not yet come toa 
vote. Mr. Gillis carefully skirted 
around the parliamentary procedure, 
to explore the statements made by 
Courtney, as to the reverse curves, 
ete. 

At 1:-3 am Courtney, obvkously a 
little nettled, pointed out acidly: “I 
would also like to call the attention 
of the Planning Board to the fact that 
you have already approved of this plan. 
The statutory deadline for action by 
the Planning Board expired at mid- 
night - and the plan has thus been 
approved by default!"” 

Gillis: “I Know - I thought of that at 
three minutes to twelve!’’ He soon 
put on his coat and walked to the door- 
way. “Six o'clock in the morning 
comes very soon" he said. 

But he didn’t go out. The other mem- 
bers dropped the pretence of closing 
debate, and redrafted a motion which 
was finally suitable, and which ac- 
cepted the plan. 

‘The vote was three to one, with Mr. 
Grant voting against, The plan as ap- 
proved had only one technical change, 
pertaining to manhole connections.

I went to the special school com-

I understand there will be another 
apecial meeting to inform the public 
about the particulars of the proposed 
new high school. I sincerely hope 
everyone will try their best to 
attend. You'll probably be surprised 
to learn that the cost of a new high 
school is almost the same as the 
cost for building additions to our 
present schools. A new high school 
would alleviate these future expansion 
problems now and give our high school
